Useful Recipes- 



To SropNosr. Bleeding. — Two small 
arteries branching up from tho main 
artories on each side of tho nock, and 
passing over the outside of the jawbone 
supply tho faco vith blood. If tho 
noso bloods from tho right nostril, for 
instanco, pasa tho linger along tho 
odgo of the right jaw till tho beating 
o*f tho artery is felt. Press hard up- 
on it for fivo minutes, and tho bleeding 
will cease. 

To Sweet.™ Salt Pork.— Cut as 
many slices as will bo required for 
breakfast tho evening previous, and 
soak till morning in sweet milk and 
water; then rinso till the water is clear, 
and fry. Tho pork will be found yery 
near as good as fresh. 

German Toast. — To ono egg, beaten 
well, add ono cup sweet milk or cream, 
season with a little salt and pepper. 
Gut in slices stale bread, and dip in 
tho milk to moisten, and fry in butter 
on griddle. This we think is an extra 
nico dish for breakfast. 

Nice Fkenoii Cakb.— Two cups of 
sugar, one half cup of butter, four 
eggs, one cup of milk, three cups of 
llour, one toaspoonful of soda, and two 
teaspoons! at of cream of tartar. This 
makes two loaves. 

To Disguise Castor Oil. — Kub 
up two dropsdf oil of cinnamon with 
» 1 ounco of glycerine and add an ounce 
of castor oil. Children will take it as a 
luxury, and ask for more. 

Home Made Candy. — TJho a new tin 
basin; put into it four tablespoons of 
water, one pound of coffee sugar, ono 
tea spoonful of good cream tartar; 
boil, stiring constantly to avoid burn- 
ing. After it begins to have a . sappy 
appearance try it often by dropping 
a little in cold water and if dor.o it 
will at once become brittle. Butter 
an earthen dish and pour the hot can- 
dy into it, that, it may cool just enough 
to handle. Flavor to taste with oil of 
peppermint, wintergroon. sassafras or 
lemon. Two drops of oil will flavor it 
strong. For v.inety, divide into throe 
or four part:; Slid flavor 'differently by 
touching ono kind of oil to each. 
"Work in tho hands at onco; tho more 
it is pulled tho whiter it will get. 

Howl Made My Catsup. — I selected 
fair ripe tomatoes, cut out all blem- 
ishes, also the hard parts about the 
stem end, then sliced them into a pro- 
celain kettle, tilling it full; added a 
red pepper and put, the kettle over a 
slow fire to stow gradually stirring to 
prevent burning. When reduced to 
half tho original quantity I strained tho 
tho whole through a common wiro 
siovo. To five pounds of tho puip I 
added one and one-half pounds of su- 
gar, one pint of cider vinegar, one 
tablespoonful of cloves, one of all- 
spico, two of cinnamon, Ono of salt. I 
put tho mixture back over tho fire and 
boiled until tho thickness suitod. 
When mine was tested tho only fault 
found was that it was too good to 
last, 

The London Monuments. — A cor- 
respondent writes: "From timo to 
time there has been a great deal of 
talk about tho state of soveial of the 
most prominent public monuments of 
London, and not without reason. The 
condition of tho Trafalgar square lions 
is well known; it may now ho worth 
whilo calling attention to tho public 
fountain erocted near tho Houses of 
Parliament. It was built in com- 
memoration of tho abolition of tho 
slave trade, and as a tribute to those 
who most prominently aided in that 
groat public act. What is that foun- 
tain now 1 At tho timo of its erection 
it was considered a beautiful structure 
worthv of the cause and names com- 
memorated, and in keoping with tho 
architectural adjuncts of tho site. It is 
at prosont simply a scare-crow 1 Its 
proportions arc so fino that certainly 
at a littlo distance it does not offend 
tho oyo. Hut approach nearer. Tho 
gilt is tarnished, tho coloring ra'clorl, 
the mosaics almost undifltinguishablp 
undoi' thoir thick coating of grimo. 
Worso still, the interior of tho foun- 
tain is generally filthy. Several of tho 
Bourrounding pillars have boon scarr- 
ed and chipped. Ono lias almost 
broken in two. Tho water supplied 
is puro, and tho mnrblo basin into 
•vphioh it falls is intact — and that is 
pretty nearly all Tho brass inncrip- 
(ions about tho fountain aro quickly 
boooming illegible. Not a soul seems 
to look after tho building. It will, 
doubtlosB, soon bocome a moro wrack 
and nu'nl"- "PaU SJaU f>«»Hf" 



A Post-office Romance. — John H. 
Hallett, ono of the oldest public ser- 
vants in tho New York Post-office, re- 
members that in 1885 a young woman 
mod to call every week for a letter ad- 
dressed "Miss Mary H. Russell, Post- 
office." The regularity of her visits, 
and her apparent unwillingness to 
give any account of herself, elicited 
much curiosity among the clerks, but 
their inqnisitivencss was never gratifi- 
ed . T eat s passed away and grey hairs 
appeared on tho woman's head, but 
sho made her calls as regularly as over, 
and tho expected letter was always 
waiting for her. Nearly ten years havo 
elapsed since her last visit, but tho letter 
still como addressed to her name, al- 
though the intervals between them aro 
longer that in the olden lime. These 
letters have, of course, been opened, 
bnt they contain no clew to the identi- 
ty of either the writer or the recipient.. 
Each contains a $5 bill, with u few 
lines of writing to say when the next 
remittance would bo made. No ad- 
dress, no dat-o, no signature. The 
handwriting is that apparently of a 
man fesblo with ago, and auothor letter 
with the usual superscription, is, at pre- 
sent writing, lying unopened at tho post- 
office. Mary H.Russelljan elderly ten wo- 
man years ago, is probably dead, the letters 
with thoir contents, aro sorrt to Washing- 
ton, but no one can guess who tho anony- 
mous writer is who so faithfully main- 
tained his correspondence. Post offices 
aro essentially practical places, but littlo 
bits of romanco may sometimes bo fuuiul 
even in thoir history. — N. Y. Post.

Civio Judicature. 



Tho position of Police Magistrate is 
neither u sinacure nor suitable for "a 
boy." That important functionary 
holds daily Court, and wo bolicvo we 
shull bo justified in stating that ho 
tries on an average four cases per 
diein. The work and responsibly 
mast greatly increaso with tho growth 
of the community and tho advent of 
that era of prosperity inseparable from 
the commencement of railway con- 
struction. Holding, as bo may truly 
bo said to do, tho preliminary issuo of 
life aud death in his bauds, sitting, as 
bo does, daily dealing out justice be- 
tween man and man, tho Police Magis- 
trate should not only be one learned 
in jurisprudence, but it is of the ut- 
most importance that be should, no 
less than our other Judges, he remov- 
ed as far as possible above tho politi- 
cal arena, free from those electioneer- 
ing tactics and influences so incom- 
patible with that purity and indepen- 
dence which constitute the glory of 
tho British Judiciary. "When the 
Legislature conceded to the Munici- 
pal Council of Victoria the power of 
appointing and dismissing the Police 
Magistrate we experienced some mis- 
giving as to tho wisdom of tho stop — 
whether it might not prove the first stop 
in the fatal direction of sapping the 
foundations of the independence of the 
Civic Judicature. Tho discussion 
which arose in the Council on tho 
proposition to amalgamate the offices 
of Mayor and Police Magistrate gives 
substance to former misgivings. Tho 
proposition itself wo cannot help re- 
garding as tho second step towards the 
worst evils of Republicanism — an 
elective judiciary. Councillors "Wil- 
liams and Gosnell are reported as hav- 
ing said that the principle was found 
to work well in the United States, the 
former remarking, "A boy 15 years 
old could do the Court work (i.e. 
the work of th« Police Magistrate). 
It is founed to work well in San Fran- 
cisco." These Councillors may bo ad- 
mirers of Republican institutions, and 
very extraordinary "boys" may have 
been produced under these institutions ; 
but we incline to think a very large 
majority of those they now represent 
still prefer British institutions, more 
especially those concerning the ad- 
ministration of justice, and that they 
would prefer to seo the important du- 
ties of Police Magistrate intrusted to 
a full grown man, if possible one 
whoso education and training fit him 
to judgo between his fellows, ono who 
holds office by a tenure compatible 
with impartiality and reasonable in- 
depenoo. That such conditions could 
hardly be expected to exi*t under the 
elective system it will bo unnecessary 
to affirm. That they exist under great 
difficulties even now is painfully evi- 
dent. "With every respect for the 
opinions) of those of our Councillors 
who appear desirous of importing 
Republican institutions into this com- 
munity, we most emphatically deny 
that tho principle referred to has 
been found to work well in tho United 
States. This is preeminently tho ono 
feature in tho Eepublican ujsteiu which 
has not been found to work well— which 
is now very generally admitted by the 
moro intelligent American publicist* and 
jurists to bo tho weak point in thoir sys- 
tem. As a nation, wo aro justly proud of 
our judiciary and often indulge in com- 
parisons scarcely favorable to that of our 
neighbours Aro we now about to iini- 
tato the very worst features of Republi- 
canism? Tho Council have laid tho 
question over for a week. It is to bo 
hoped that, on moro mature reflection, 
thoy will become convinced of tho un- 
desirablenoss of tho change — the un reas- 
onableness of expecting that a Mayor 
who must bo elected ovory year can bo 
an independent Judge, dealing out even- 
handed justice aliko to those who have 
voted or are about to vote for or against 
him. Just imagine the Mayor (the pro- 
sent Mayor, if you please) on the eve of 
an olection, sitting and trying a case ba- 
twoon an influential supporter and an in- 
fluential opponent !

able to give it as our opinion that a 
careful perusal of that Report is cal- 
culated to counteract any feeling of un- 
easiness or distrust which may havo 
been created. Of course the reflection 
that thore is overy probability of the 
water-supply costing some fifty per 
cent moro than was originally sup- 
posed can hardly be very satisfactory 
to thoso upon whom the financial con- 
sequences must chiefly fall; yet a 
knowledge of the fact that the differ- 
ence between one hundred and ono 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is 
not to lio attributed to mismanage- 
ment or unthrift, but merely to the 
fact that, in ostimating the coat of the 
enterprise in tho first instance, a mis- 
take common enough tho world over 
was made in estimating much to low, 
must go very far towards reconciling 
ratepayers to the supplimentnry loan. 
It will not bo necessary to fatigue the 
reader with an array of figures, which 
aro at best but dry work; but when it 
is stated that tho * Report shows the 
sum of $84,100,(>9to havo boon paid on 
"main pipes account," the mind 
is at onco relieved from any 
disagreeable impression of squan- 
dering at homo. Looking to the 
future, the Commissioner thinks that, 
in addition to tho f 100,000, a furthor 
sum of §33,000 will be required to lay 
the pipes and completo the works 
more immediately contemplated; but 
this does not include means of distri- 
bution through the city. In order to 
provide for this, it is recommended 
that power to issue Debentures to the 
extent of $50,000, should be obtained. 
But ono stop in progressive well-being 
only leads to another, and so the Com- 
missioner, very properly wo think, 
says: "In conclusions, I would again 
respectfully draw your attention to the 
drainage of the city. In a fow months 
(should no accident happen to the 
ships on the way) the water will be in 
Victoria, and at present there is no 
means of carrying off the foul 
water from " many of tho 
streets and dwellings." Our fel- 
low citizens will, therefore, Bee that 
thoro is already staring them in the 
fneo the somewhat formidable under- 
taking of creating a systeruof sewerngo 
lor tho town. This soonia to be a ne- 
cessity. Is it a time to indulge in the 
luxury (as it is understood tho Council 
contemplates) of a fifty thousand dol- 
lar City Hall?

Shocking Occurrence! 



Wu. LUSH, KEEPER OF THE PARK 
HOTEL, TAKES STRYCHNINE 
AND DIES ! 

On Tuesday last W\n. Lush, keeper of 
tho Park Hotel at Beacon Hill, appeared 
before Police Judge Elliott to answer to 
a summons charging him with soiling li- 
quor to an Indian. Lush conducted his 
own case with singular ability, cross- 
questioning tho witnesses and pleading in 
his own behalf with great earnestness. 
Tho case was remanded ti'l yesterday at 
12 o'clock, whou ho again appeared in 
Court and was lined 8150 and costs, with 
tho alternative of imprisonment. Tho 
prisoner asked till 3 o'clock to raise tho 
money and was liberated on bail. Ho 
wont out into the street ostensibly to get 
tho money, met sevoral friends to whom 
ho spoke of tho hardship of tho convic- 
tion. To one ho said, '"If I wore to loso 
my life, I thought the Si wash was a half- 
breed; he said ho was aud ho spoko good 
English." About 10 minutes to 3 o'clock 
ho went to Mrs. Zinkio's storo and got the 
koysof the Tea-Pin Alley (which belong- 
ed to liim, but has lately boon olosed). 
He entered the Brown Jug Saloon and 
asked a friend to take a driuk with him, 
saying, "This is tho last drink I shall 
over take. He thou purchased two bits' 
worth of whisky, which ho placed in a 
small bottle, walked along Government 
street and entered tho Ten-Pin Alloy. As 3 
o'clock approached at tho Police Court, 
and Mr. Lush did not make his appear- 
ance his sureties became alarmed and in- 
formed the Police Mr. J. Smith, a 
friend, having hoard that Lush was last 
seen entering the Alloy, knocked at tho 
door and gut no answer. He then went 
to tho rear of tho alloy and on looking 
through a window saw Lush seated in a 
chair. Ho called and knocked but got 
no answer. About this time Sergeant 
Bloomfield and Officer White appeared 
on tho sceno and succeeded in effecting 
an entranco through tho alloy, and ap- 
proaching Lush told him that ho was 
their prisoner. "I know it," replied 
Lush, "but I'm drunk. Give mo n few 
minutes and I'll go along with 
you." Bloomfield sat down by his side 
and Lush reached out his hand and shook 
hands with him warmly. Ho did this 
sevoral times — appearing auxioua to do 
so. About this time tho Sergeant's at- 
tention was attracted to a tumbler on tho 
counter, about the sides of which were 
evidences of whito powdor recently wet. 
Tho Sergeant seized tho tumbler and 
oriod,"Good God, havo you taken poison?" 
Lush made no reply, and the Sergeant 
ran with the tumbler in his hand to a 
drug store, leaving Officer Whito in 
charge of Lush, who soon commenced to 
show the usual signs of having swallowod 
strychnine — suoh as violent contraotions 
of the musolos and involuntary move- 
ments of the limbs and shoulders. Whito 
said to him, "What's the matter ?" Ho 
replied "I am drunk." He then hum- 
med a few bars of an old negro melody ana 
immediately afterwards fell to tho floor 
in violent spasms. Dr. Matthews soon 
entered and a large orowd was attracted. 
Lush several times stated that ha would 
not pay the §150 and while lying on tho 
floor ho had many violent spasms, aud 
expired at 10 minutes to 5 o'clock in 
great agony. An inquest will bo held to- 
day. The deceased leaves a wife, who haa 
been bedridden for somo time. Ho was 
a native of Ireland, aged about 00 years, 
passed many years in the Southern States 
and California under the namo of Soott. 
He came to Fraser River in 1858 and 
mined on the bars of that stream.

This agreement contains the conditions 
under which tho contract was made. Tho 
Mail company sell to tho second parties 
the steamers Mohongo, Orizaba, Sonator, 
Pacific, California and Gipsy. Tho 
amount of purchase money is 3230,000, 
aud includes the exclusive right to tho 
coast trade from Sun Francisco to San 
Diego, together with all the supplies out- 
fits, wharves and warehouse property, 
etc., at San Diego. But the Mail Com- 
pany reserve the right of dooking thoir 
Panama steamers at tho various wharves 
between the two ports. Goodall, Nelson 
<fc Perkins aro to purchase the coal in tho 
steamers. If either party breaks the cov- 
enant they are to mako it good by tho 
payment of S 10,000 to tho other. The 
purchasing parties agree, for twenty-five 
years, not to rim on any of the routes 
now run by the first party. It is also 
agreed that should anything occurr to 
render invalid any ono part of the coven- 
ant, all othor parts aro to romain intact.

Washington, Jan. 25.— At 12:30 p.m., a 
fire broke out in tho upper story of tho 
Navy Department building, and for some 
timo burned fiercely. Jt is now appar- 
ently under control. Tho upper rooms 
wore generally filled with records, tho 
greater part of whioh woro saved. 

Two p. in. — The fuo is still burniug 
in tho Navy Dep't, but it is believed that 
the flames can bo confined to the upper 
rooms, where tho originated.
